Woodrow Wilson has enlisted for life. 
So long as he draws breath, he never 
will cease to battle for a league of 
nations to fight for consummation of 
his plan to make Secure the peace of 
the world. 
Political leaders,

holders and private citizens agreed to­ 
day th a t Joseph P. Tum ulty, secre­ 
tary to the president, had raa,!e that 
p la n in his speech at Bethesda- 
ll 
were equally agreed th a t Mr- Tumul­ 
ty ’s address was the attem pt of the 
man m ost intim ately connected with 
the president for the last ten 
years 
who is counted on to become his bio- 
grarpher, to lift briefly the veil that 
Lug shrouded the lonely and tragic 
figure in the W hite House. 
It was the secretary’s effort to let 
his countrymen see through his eye> 
the leader he has followed by 
ten 
years—the man who once said to him 
“I w ant people to love me but they 
never will.” 
Secretary Tumulty indicated 
that 
the president, after he has stepped 
from the political stage, will make his 
plea for the 
league 
through 
his 
hooks. 
Insists on Article. 
“He has insisted in art-cle X as the 
heart, of the covenant,” Tum ulty said, 
“because he knew that only by combin­ 
ed action could the territo rial integ­ 
rity and political independence of na­ 
tions be preserved from aggressive at­ 
tack by ambitious nations. Ile wished 
to stop the next w ar before it should 
begin.” 
Secretary Tumulty 
described 
the 
scene at the capital 
April 0, 
1911, 
when the president, amid wild cheers, 
read his war message. 
“On that fateful day,” he continued, 
‘I rode with him back from the cap­ 
itol to the White House, the echo of 
applause still ridging in my ears. For 
a while he sat silent and pale in the 
cabinet room. 
At last he said: 
“ T hink w hat th at wag they were 
applauding. 
It means death for oui 
vountr men- 
How strange it seems 
lo applaud th at ’ Thpt sim ple remark 
us dne key to an understanding ot 
Woodrow Wilson.” 
When the bodies of the Americans 
killed at Vera Cruz were brought to 
New York for burial, said the secre­ 
tary, rum ors reached the secret Ser­ 
vice th a t there m ight be an attack on 
the president’s life if he w ent to New 
York. 
Mayor Mitchell begged that 
he would not ride in the procession 
and others urged th a t “the country 
cannot afford to lose its 
president.” 
“This was his reply,” said 
Tumulty. 
“The country cannot afford to have a 
coward for president.”

The late blight has passed 
over 
th e potato crop of Ohio, and In many 
fields the tops have been dead and 
dry for a couple of weeks. 
Blighted potatoes should be 
dug 
just as soon as it Is Possible to dig 
them. for soft rot 
usually 
follows 
closely after the blight. 
Soft rot is generally present now 
in th e earlier 
and 
more 
severely 
blighted fields, but In 
the m ajority 
of the blighted areas it is not 
yrtt 
serious owing 
to 
the 
dry 
warm 
w eather now prevailing. 
A heavy 
rain, however, will quickly change 
the situation, for this will wash the 
blight spores, present in trem endous 
numbers on thp, diseased vines, down 
through th e soil and onto tile tub­ 
ers. 
A heavy rain with the potatoes 
still in th eground will resu lt in im­ 
mense losses from soft rot. 


Potatoes from blighted fields iftftet 
be given special care after digging, 
for if they are carelessly bandied 
the rot wil quickly cause a total 
loss. 
They must 
b e ., thoroughly 
dried before packing or piling, and 
carefully sorted if there is any rot 
present. 
lf these potatoes m ust be stored 
the storage place m ust he dry.

“Protect your roses.'' is the recom­ 
mendation of Prof. A. C. Hottes of the 
Ohio State University. 
‘All of the 
hybrid teas, teas, and most of the 
hybrid perpetual!* need w inter pro­ 
motion The best protection is gained 
by hilling the earth about the base of 
the plants to a height of 8 to 12 
inches. 
A common cause of injury in 
the wanter comes from allowing wat- 
•r to rem ain about the crowns of the 
plants. 
A fter soil is drawn up about 


the plants, the surface 
should 
be 
mulched with several inches of coarse 
straw manure, which will not only 
serve as a protection against the cold, 
but will conserve the moisture in the 
plants and add to the fertility of the 
scil. 
Late in February’ and in March 
the strong sun causes the branches to 
become warm and sta rt their growth 
At night the air again becomes cold 
"Such alternate freezing and thaw ing is 
very injurious to the rose plants.

1 lap, straw or evergreen boughs.
